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Clear the Lane 

An Anaheim barrio near Disneyland is targeted 

for revitalization—again

O n a recent overcast Novem¬ 
ber morning, a dozen people 
trekked from Anaheim’s Anna 
Drive to Guinida Lane in the name of 
barrio healing. With sage wands burn¬ 
ing, an elder sang a song near an apart¬ 
ment complex nicknamed by residents 
“The Sandbox.” 

“No more bloodshed/No more blood¬ 
shed in the barrios of Aztlan!” he sang 
in a ritual cadence, ending with “tlazo- 
camati” (“thank you” in Nahuatl). And 
then, the runners were off. 

If there’s an area of the city need¬ 
ing TLC, it’s this one—but who will 
do the healing and how is a matter 
of contention. Nowadays, everything 
here is politicized. The neighborhood 
is tucked under Interstate 5, with the 
entrance to Disneyland on one side, 
while a Howard Johnson resort hotel 
casts a shadow over Guinida’s palm- 
lined streets. The placas of the Ana¬ 
heim Vatos Locos gang that claims the 
neighborhood dot the area, alongside 
“For Rent” signs. Residents are over¬ 
whelmingly working-class Latinos, 
mostly Mexican immigrants and Chica- 
nos who live in row after row of drab, 
uniform duplexes or larger complexes. 
At least eight young men have been 
killed here in the past decade, includ¬ 
ing 21-year-old Joel Acevedo, who died 
on the second night of back-to-back 
officer-involved shootings that sparked 
angst and riots. 

“The living conditions here aren’t that 
great,” says Sandbox resident Zia Back. 
Before moving earlier this year into her 
$l,100-per-month, one-bedroom apart¬ 
ment, she was evicted from the complex 
near where Acevedo was killed. She 
noticed other evictions and an increase 
in police patrols—as well as a team of 
investors touring the property. 

“Code enforcement took a huge 
interest in our building all of a sudden,” 
Back says. She believes this was the 
first step in Anaheim’s plan to change 
up Guinida Lane via a joint proposal 
submitted by the Irvine-based Jambo¬ 
ree Housing Corporation and Irvine 
Housing Opportunities Inc. (IHO). 

The strategy? Destroy the neighbor¬ 
hood in order to save it. 

The proposal details a two-part pro¬ 
cess that involves buying vacant lots 
to build new apartments, as well as 
“rehabbing” the Sandbox and a large 
complex next to it. Jamboree and IHO 
claim that a market survey ensures that 
all residents in the first phase will qual¬ 
ify to remain and that permanent relo¬ 
cation won’t be required. “We believe 
that [it] will assist in furthering the city 
of Anaheim’s goal of achieving quality, 
livable places that are free of crime and 


blight,” reads a July cover letter signed 
by the companies’ CEOs. 

Though the proposal to “revitalize” 
Guinida was submitted in July 2013, its 
roots stretch back further. In October 
2012, a brainstorming session between 
Anaheim’s then-Deputy Chief Craig 
Hunter and other department heads 
was called to “generate ideas to sup¬ 
port a council initiative to eliminate 
blight in residential neighborhoods 
within three to five years,” accord¬ 
ing to notes obtained by the Weekly. 
Coming just a few months after the 
aforementioned riots, Planning Direc¬ 
tor Sheri Vander Dussen reviewed 
outlined goals shared by an unnamed 
council member that included focusing 
“efforts on specific neighborhoods to 
maximize impact.” 

“Revitalization” efforts were 
already under way in other problem 
neighborhoods, according to the 
meeting, and new projects would 
require subsidies. Those in attendance 
wanted to next target Guinida, not 
just because of the national spotlight 
shined there after the Acevedo killing, 
but also because the city already had a 
“foothold” in the form of vacant lots. 
Attendees looked at Jamboree Hous¬ 
ing for an exploratory follow-up as 
they “created associations comprised 
of multiple property owners” to ready 
the area for change. 

If an effort to revitalize a Disney¬ 
land-adjacent barrio seems all too 
familiar in Anaheim’s history, it’s 
because it has already happened. Early 
last decade, city officials targeted 
Jeffrey-Lynne, which sits across from 
Disneyland to the west. The redevel¬ 
opment project got off to a rocky start 
after a contentious meeting between 
residents and then-redevelopment 
chief Elisa Stipkovich (see Nick Schou’s 
“Inside Revolutionary Anaheim”), but 
the plans eventually smoothed out as 
apartment buildings were razed and 
replaced. By 2002, Jeffrey-Lynne was 
rechristened Hermosa Village; eight 
years later, the Orange County dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office imposed a gang 
injunction on the area, completing the 
city’s plans. 

Unsurprisingly, part of the IHO 
developer team is Stipkovich. 

A longtime activist who was involved 
in the fight over Jeffrey-Lynne as part 
of the United Neighbors organization, 
Duane Roberts remembers Stipkovich’s 
name well. “As I recall, the city was 
leaving the residents out of the process,” 
he says. “They, of course, talked with the 
property owners and the developer.” 

Back set up a meeting with Roberts, 
who later pulled public records that 


revealed the Guinida proposal. Though 
the interested developer has been in 
negotiations with landlords, residents 
say no one from the city has alerted them 
to the plans. “No one knows anything,” 
says Back of her fellow neighbors. Back 
faces eviction again in December. 

“Guinida Lane is being targeted for 
gentrification—in other words to push 
the lowest income residents out of 
the neighborhood that the city thinks 
pose a problem to [not just] the local 
community, but, more specifically, the 
Anaheim Resort Area,” Roberts says. 
“The reality is there will be a reduc¬ 
tion of people living in that community 
through occupancy restrictions.” 

Residents who were at the Aztec 
ceremony were skeptical of the city’s 
plans. They gathered at a Dia de los 
Muertos-inspired altar in the Sandbox, 
where pictures of loved ones lost to 
hood violence and police shootings 
over the years were arranged beside 
small pumpkins, marigolds, pan de 


muertos and other ofrendas. Among 
those pictured was Acevedo. His 
mother, Donna Acevedo, put a bottle 
of Tapatio and Maruchan Ramen in 
remembrance, while those assembled— 
mostly youngsters, including one sit¬ 
ting on a lowrider bike with arched 
handlebars—listened to the runners’ 
message of peace and prayer. 

“You know how many times I’ve 
heard that story, that they’re going to 
change something here?” says Frank 
Romero after being shown the revital¬ 
ization-proposal cover letter. He’s also 
facing the specter of eviction. “There’s 
three generations living here. People 
that have had kids; their kids are now 
having kids. 

“[Anaheim officials are] no different 
than the people from Bell,” Romero 
adds, referring to that city’s 2010 scan¬ 
dal. “Residents didn’t know what was 
going on until somebody raised their 
eyebrow—and look what happened.”

FROM GARDEN GROVE, THE GOVERNMENT OF FREE 
VIETNAM TRIED TO BRING DOWN ITS FORMER 
COUNTRY’S COMMUNIST REGIME. INSTEAD, IT GAVE 
AMERICAN DIPLOMATS A GIANT HEADACHE 


A ccording to the Government 
of Free Vietnam (GFVN), 
the morning of May 1, 1998, 
began with a hike and gunfire. Hun¬ 
dreds of freedom fighters from Viet¬ 
nam and beyond gathered at a com¬ 
pound near the Cambodia-Thailand 
border for a three-day conference. 
The GFVN members had hoped to 
do something they had dreamed of 
since the fall of Saigon. 


“The group had just reached the 
bottom of the third mountainside 
when an explosion was heard,” reads 
the GFVN’s account of the morning, 
published in its official handbook, 
printed by the thousands and dis¬ 
tributed worldwide. “A grenade was 
thrown from atop a high mountain- 
top, hitting the lower edge of the 
flagpole in front of the conference 
location. Next, a military invasion 


[by Cambodian soldiers] from the 
Cambodian territory, who had hid 
atop the mountaintops [unleashed 
a] downpour [of] shootings with 
AK-47s, B-40s and additional tens 
of grenades. . . . Comrade Nguyen 
Huu Chanh was present at the scene 
and calmly arranged for all [GFVN 
members] to face the current situa¬ 
tion without panic as death neared 
only inches away.”

Then, the group says, the Thai military 
intervened, engagingthe Cambodians. 
Pinned between the two sides, the group 
fled into Thailand, where it was easily 
captured by the military. The account con¬ 
cludes, “After the lives of 84 freedom fight¬ 
ers were safely guaranteed, Mr. General 
Secretary [Chanh] returned to Bangkok 
in the early morning of May 2,1998, with 
overseas delegates to continue the second 
segment of the conference as scheduled.” 

Or so the GFVN say. No independent 
account of the attack was ever reported, 
nor did the Thai, Cambodian or Viet¬ 
namese governments ever confirm the 
skirmish. But the attack, imagined or not, 
couldn’t have come at a worse time. Just 
three years earlier, relations between the 
United States and the Socialist Republic 
of Vietnam had finally begun to normal¬ 
ize. In 1994, the United States lifted its 
trade embargo on Vietnam; in February 
1995, President Bill Clinton announced 
the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries after 20 years of 
severed ties. By that August, both countries 
had opened embassies in the other, and the 
U.S. had sent its first diplomatic mission to 
Vietnam in more than two decades. 

While official relations between the 
two countries warmed, the relationship 
between Vietnamese Americans and their 
former fatherland remained as icy as ever. 
Though the Socialist Republic of Vietnam 
began to allow Americans—Vietnam¬ 
ese Americans included—back into the 
country in 1991, anti-communist fervor 


Chanh—who had spent time in the South 
Vietnamese jungles and appeared in propa¬ 
ganda materials as a dark-haired and fiery 
man dressed in equally dark suits—as its 
head, the GFVN became Vietnam’s bane, 
labeled terrorists and even that well-worn 
cliche: Public Enemy No. 1. While the 
organization’s stated goals were peaceful, 
its actions drew government scrutiny, ulti¬ 
mately leading to arrests, deportations, and 
FBI and Securities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion (SEC) investigations. 

But did it deserve all this attention? The 
GFVN’s dispatches and writings about 
itself would fit well in a Graham Greene 
novel, with descriptions of coordinat¬ 
ing movements and attacks from remote 
jungles written with militaristic flourish. 
Yet the group’s claims to have trained 
more than 100,000 supporters at KC-702, 
a hidden camp in the Indochina frontier, 
where part of the above account takes 
place, seem dubious at best. After all, its 
base of command was not somewhere deep 
in the Mekong Delta, but rather an office 
building on the fringes of Little Saigon off 
Brookhurst Street in Garden Grove, the city 
the organization always called home. 

T here was a time when Nguyen 
Huu Chanh would openly—and 
proudly—discuss bombings. 

“Ask Nguyen Huu Chanh about bombs, 
and for a second, a smile flickers across his 
face,” wrote Kay Johnson for a 2001 TIME 
magazine article. “In fact, bombings are 
one of [his] favorite topics—and hobbies. 
... He readily describes the bombs his sup¬ 
porters threw at the Vietnamese embassies 
in Bangkok and Phnom Penh, and the one 
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"I answered with the truth because I have nothing 
to hide/' Chanh told the Times . "I am a freedom 
fighter for my country, and I am ready to face any 
retribution, even if I will die."

remained (and, to an extent, remains) high 
in the diaspora, and Clinton’s move was 
met with muted anger. In Little Saigon, 
protests were organized following the 
announcement, and Vietnamese Ameri¬ 
can community leaders sent letters to the 
White House and to members of Congress 
concerning their disapproval, knowing full 
well their opinions meant little compared 
to possible profits. 

A flurry of anti-communist organiza¬ 
tions—with names such as the Viet Tan and 
the Vietnamese Constitutional Monarchist 
League—popped up, joining others formed 
following the defeat of South Vietnam. The 
largest would become the GFVN, known 
in Vietnamese as Chinh Phu Lam Thoi 
Viet Nam Tu Do. Founded on April 30, 
1995—the 20-year anniversary of the fall of 
Saigon—the group defined as its goal “[to] 
dismantle the Communist dictatorship of 
the Social Republic of Vietnam by a peace¬ 
ful, practical and persistent approach.” 

At its beginning, the GFVN counted for¬ 
mer South Vietnamese soldiers, politicians 
and refugees, as well as some American 
Vietnam War veterans, among its members. 
It funded leaflet distributions, radio hijack¬ 
ings, and—according to the government of 
Vietnam—bombing and arson attacks, all 
in an effort to overthrow the Reds. With 


they claim to have planted in Hanoi’s air¬ 
port. Chanh’s favorite subject, however, is 
the destruction yet to come. 

“The next attack will be ‘a very impor¬ 
tant target’ inside Vietnam itself,” the arti¬ 
cle continued, next quoting Chanh. “‘Our 
bombs use an electronic system, a new 
design. And I control the code.’” 

The interview was so unnerving that 
an unnamed TIME reporter approached 
U.S. Charge d’Affaires Robert C. Porter Jr. 
in November 2001 about its content. “A 
TIME magazine correspondent recently 
informed Charge on Nov. 19 that she 
recently interviewed both [GFVN’s] Vo 
Van Due and Nguyen Huu Chanh,” reads a 
diplomatic cable from the Hanoi embassy 
declassified in 2006. “During the course of 
the interviews, both men reportedly dis¬ 
cussed the objectives and methods of their 
organization. She indicated that if U.S. legal 
authorities were interested in listening to 
the tape of the interviews, they should con¬ 
tact the legal department of the magazine. 
(She admitted that she wasn’t certain that 
access to the materials would be granted.)” 

The cable concludes, “Please protect the 
source of this information.” 

By then, the American government was 
trying to figure out the GFVN. Were they 
really as credible a terrorist threat as al- 


Qaeda, as the Vietnamese regime insisted, 
or was it really just a group of middle-aged 
men mixing Walter Mitty with Rambo? 

The GFVN’s pedigree, at least, was 
legitimate. Its roots were in previous resis¬ 
tance groups, and its senior leadership was 
dominated by former South Vietnam elite. 
Its first “Vice Prime Minister” was Linh 
Quang Vien, an American- and French- 
educated military officer who held senior 
positions in multiple governments in 
South Vietnam before rising to the rank of 
lieutenant general. The Minister of Jus¬ 
tice would be Nguyen Huy Dau, a South 
Vietnamese ambassador who was a law 
professor and served as a senior judge in 
the Superior Court of Saigon. Assuming the 
title of Prime Minister was Nguyen Khanh, 
a South Vietnamese general and Head of 
State of the Republic of Vietnam from 1964 
to 1965 after a bloodless military coup that 
overthrew a military junta put in place by a 
previous coup. 

Leading the troops was Nguyen Huu 
Chanh. A civil engineer before the Vietnam 
War, GFVN documents say he became a 
member of a resistance group located in 
Central Vietnam. In 1982, the leader of 
that group, a man named Nguyen Hoang 
Dan (whom the government of Vietnam 
identifies as Chanh himself), sent Chanh 


overseas to build support for the overthrow 
of the communist regime. Eventually, he 
landed in Little Saigon, using it as a jump¬ 
ing-off point to travel the world, rallying 
the diaspora and eventually turning them 
on to the GFVN cause. 

The group positioned itself as the orga¬ 
nization most capable of taking back Viet¬ 
nam. “A peaceful approach must always 
be the means to settle all conflicts and dis¬ 
putes, including the subversion of the cur¬ 
rent Communist government,” reads the 
GFVN’s mission statement. “All approaches 
must be nonviolent to avoid unnecessary 
bloodshed to the nation.” 

At its height, the GFVN claimed it col¬ 
lected more than $1 million per year in 
donations from Vietnamese Americans 
across the globe, and conferences held in 
Southern California always drew hun¬ 
dreds. But from the get-go, the GFVN ran 
into problems. Before the organization was 
even founded, Chanh had attempted to 
broker a deal with the Republic of Vanuatu 
to resettle 50,000 Vietnamese refugees 
stuck in camps across Southeast Asia and 
the Philippines; the plan ultimately fell 
through because of political turmoil in 
the island nation. On May 5,1997, Chanh 
and Gary J. Pierce, a Studio City resident

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who was also the president and CEO of 
C.S.I. Ag., signed documents establishing 
an agreement to endorse a $500 million 
issuance of “bearer bonds” by the GFVN. 
Investors who purchased a minimum of 
$10,000 worth of bonds were promised an 
annual return of 5.5 percent in addition to 
double their original investment at the end 
of five years. As collateral, C.S.I. Ag. put up 
the company’s supposed gold reserves in 


Chile, worth more than $20 billion by their 
estimates. 

The bond sale was publicized on both 
the GFVN’s website and its publications. 

In a letter to the Vietnamese community 
explaining the arrangement, Pierce wrote, 
“By this action, we add our support with all 
free nations of the world, in support for the 
Government of Free Vietnam’s peaceful 
program to achieve Freedom, Democracy 
and the return of Human Rights to the 
nation of Vietnam.” He even appeared 
in a self-produced “documentary” of the 
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The attack, imagined or not, was cheered on by 
Vietnamese expatriates around the world—and couldn't 
have come at a worse time. Just three years earlier, 
relations between the United States and the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam had finally begun to normalize. 


GFVN, interspersed between scenes of 
GFVN leaders and local politicians, includ¬ 
ing a young Curt Pringle, giving speeches 
about the goals of the organization. In the 
documentary (one of the few items the 
group ever produced in English), Pierce 
spoke about plans to purchase an island in 
Australia that would be renamed “Saigon 
Island” and serve as a home for the group. 
He even mentioned approaching the Aus¬ 
tralian government to open a consulate and 
eventually a full embassy. 

However, on July 14,1998, then-Califor¬ 
nia Commissioner of Corporations Dale E. 
Bonner ordered the GFVN to stop offering 
the bonds. “While the department takes 
no position with regard to the politics or 
the viability of the organization, ‘Govern¬ 
ment of Free Vietnam’ is illegally soliciting 
investments in California,” Bonner wrote 
in a statement released by the state. “Politi¬ 
cal and charitable fund-raising is perfectly 
proper, but not if the offerings are dressed 
up as investments and offered through the 
investment marketplace.” 

By 1999, the SEC also got involved and 
won a suit against C.S.I. Ag., claiming the 
promise of Chilean gold reserves “materi¬ 
ally undermin[ed] the safety of the invest¬ 


ment.” An arrest warrant was issued for 
Pierce; in 2001, Pierce and several asso¬ 
ciates were found guilty of large-scale 
international investment fraud unrelated 
to the GFVN. He’s currently serving a 
20-year federal prison sentence con¬ 
nected to that scheme. 

A s diplomacy grew between the 
United States and Vietnam, 
Nguyen Huu Chanh and the 
GFVN became a larger and larger head¬ 
ache for the two countries. By then, the 
group had already been incurring the 
wrath of governments. 

In 1999 and 2000, GFVN members 
living in Thailand and Cambodia were 
arrested for allegedly attempting to 
smuggle explosives and anti-government 
leaflets into Vietnam, where they planned 
to distribute and use the items. Tried in 
Ho Chi Minh City—the former South 
Vietnamese capital of Saigon—in 2001, the 
individuals received sentences of up to 20 
years. None of their names was publicly 
released, appearing only in diplomatic 
cables and the Congressional Record as 
part of a list of political prisoners submit¬

The 
trial put the Vietnamese on alert, and they 
began leaning on a network of spies and 
diplomats to try to flush out the GFVN in 
Vietnam and beyond. 

In October 2001, tipped off by Thai 
police, Orange County Sheriff’s depu¬ 
ties arrested Vo Due Van of Baldwin Park 
as he stepped off a plane at John Wayne 
Airport. He faced charges in the United 
States for using a weapon of mass destruc¬ 
tion in a foreign country connected to an 
“attempted bombing” of the Vietnamese 
embassy in Bangkok the year before. Vo’s 
detention—and possible extradition to 
Thailand and, even worse, Vietnam—was 
widely publicized and kicked off protests 
and marches in Orange County. In 2002, 
hundreds marched in Santa Ana and held 
a two-day hunger strike, hailing Vo as a 
folk hero. 

“We want to stand behind him. He’s a 
freedom fighter,” Chanh told the Los Ange¬ 
les Times at the time. 

The charges in the United States were 
dropped after Thailand requested his 
extradition, however. Meanwhile, Vo’s 
older brother, Vinh Tan Nguyen, was 
arrested in Manila for a similar bombing 
attempt on the Vietnamese embassy in 
the Philippines. Vietnamese authorities 
said the bombs failed to explode, but Vo 
claimed he defused them before they 
could because Vo didn’t want to harm 
innocent people. 

FBI agents visited the GFVN’s offices 
in November 2002 twice to ask Chanh 
about its activities. Under the Neutrality 
Act, it’s illegal for U.S. citizens to support 
military action against foreign nations 
during peacetime. 

“I answered with the truth because 
I have nothing to hide,” Chanh told the 
Times. “I am a freedom fighter for my 
country, and I am ready to face any retribu¬ 
tion, even if I will die. 

“I didn’t do anything wrong in the 
United States,” he continued. “The FBI 
does their job and asks me questions, and I 
do my job to fight for my country.” 

Between 2001 and 2008, Chanh and 
the GFVN appeared more than 20 times 
in US. diplomatic cables from Vietnam 


obtained by the Weekly. 

The first mention is made 
in passing, but the second 
was much more serious. 

“MFA [Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs] Americas 
Department Deputy Direc¬ 
tor Pham Van Que pre¬ 
sented to A/DCM [Deputy 
Chief of Mission] on Sept. 
19 a non-paper on alleged 
‘terrorist’ Nguyen Huu 
Chanh,” reads a diplomatic 
cable dated Sept. 24, 2003. 
The note accused Chanh 
of being a terrorist ring¬ 
leader who would travel 
to Laos and Cambodia to 
“recruit and train people 
to produce, use mines and 
bombs,” as well as “pur¬ 
chase grenades and explo¬ 
sives for terrorist activities 
against Vietnam.” 

It explicitly mentions 
seven occasions between 
1999 and 2001 on which the 
Socialist Government of Vietnam alleged 
Chanh ordered terrorist attacks—incidents 
that led to the first batch of arrests. 

Nothing came of this, but the anti-GFVN 
overtures persisted. In a cable dated June 
30,2004, regarding a meeting between 
the Deputy Chief of Mission Raymond 
Burghardt and Bui Dinh Dinh, the director 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affair’s Consular 
Department, Bui commented that the 
broader relationship between Vietnam and 
the United States was going “quite well,” 
but was still hindered by “two ‘obstacles to 
trust’”—one of which was Chanh. 

“He [Director Dinh] also claimed that 
Nguyen Huu Chanh, as leader of the Free 
Vietnam Movement (a.k.a. Free Vietnam 
Alliance) worked to ‘incite terrorist acts’ 
in Vietnam, Thailand and the Philippines,” 
the cable stated. “Dinh argued that the US. 
speaks out often against terrorism, but does 
nothing to stop terrorists living in the U.S. 
from conducting terrorist acts.” 

By then, Vo was a cause celebre in the 
United States. Though U.S. charges were 
dropped, he remained in federal custody 
for years in Los Angeles while waiting 
for extradition to Thailand. When he ran 
out of appeals, hundreds protested again, 
hoping President George W. Bush or Sec¬ 
retary of State Condoleezza Rice would 
intervene. Vo Due Van was extradited in 
2006 and found guilty in 2007 for attempt¬ 
ing to bomb the Vietnamese embassy in 
Thailand. He was initially sentenced to 
24 years in prison, but it was reduced to 
12 because of a confession. After being 
released early in 2011, he returned to his 
home in Baldwin Park. 

Today, Vo is a full-time student, working 
toward a business law degree. He spends 
whatever extra time he has defending his 
older brother from a deportation order. “I 
dedicated myself to improving Vietnamese 
politics,” he says. “It didn’t matter what 
organization I was with; we just tried to 
contribute to our goal of improving the 
politics in Vietnam. In that time, the orga¬ 
nization was a good thing.” 

Vo believes the situation in Vietnam has 
gotten much better. “The effort of many 
Vietnamese Americans and Vietnamese 
overseas, as well as the struggles of many

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in the country, has improved the situation 
there,” he says. “We send a lot of support to 
people in the country, so they can feel more 
brave and speak out more.” 

T he first signs the American govern¬ 
ment was souring on the GFVN 
appear in a note dated Oct. 22, 

2004. Deputy Assistant Secretary for East 
Asia and Pacific Affairs Marie Huhtala told 
a Vietnamese minister that the Department 
of State was working on the extradition of 
Vo Due Van and had asked the FBI to look 
into the organization. But by 2005, nothing 
had happened, and the Vietnamese govern¬ 
ment grew increasingly anxious. 

“This is the second request we have 
received from the GVN [government of 
Vietnam] for assistance with Nguyen 
Huu Chanh and the Government of Free 
Vietnam in Exile,” the cable, dated Jan. 3, 
2005, reads. “Chanh and his group are seen 
as a serious threat by some in the GVN 
and clearly monitored closely. Embassy 
believes that any information we can pro¬ 
vide to the GVN on Chanh and his group 
would be well-received in Hanoi.” 

“Vietnam has many times presented 
the case of Nguyen Huu Chanh to the 
Americans,” reads a rough translation of 
the Vietnamese request. “Nguyen Huu 
Chanh not only has undertaken many 
terrorist activities against the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam, but also is being 
sought by the international office [of] 
Interpol for the smuggling of arms and 
terrorism. The issue of Nguyen Huu 
Chanh and his collaborators, who are 
planning to organize a ‘National Conven¬ 
tion’ and to ‘establish a Government’ on 
Jan. 2, 2005, on United States territory, 
is a provocation that cannot be accepted 
by Vietnam. This activity not only aims 
at undermining the Government of 
the Socialist Republic of Vietnam—an 
autonomous nation, having diplomatic 
relations with the United States—but 
also aims to divide the ethnic unity that 
Vietnam is working hard to develop. At 
the same time, this activity goes against 


the direction of growing positive relations 
between Vietnam and the United States.” 

The request concludes, “Consequently, 
Vietnam proposes to the United States 
to take appropriate measures to prevent 
Nguyen Huu Chanh and his collaborators 
from organizing this so-called ‘National 
Convention’ mentioned above, as well as 
other activities of a hostile nature against 
Vietnam, and at the same time requests 
that the United States collaborate with 
Vietnam to arrest Nguyen Huu Chanh and 
render him to Vietnam for trial.” 

By this time, the Vietnamese govern¬ 
ment had tracked Chanh for decades, 
listing the addresses of every place he’d 
stay, every house he’d live in. It took the 
efforts of the United States’ main ambas¬ 
sador in Vietnam to calm the country’s 
concerns about Chanh and the GFVN. 

In a cable dated Jan. 18, 2005, from 
Vietnamese Assistant Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Due Hung to U.S. Ambassador to 
Vietnam Michael Marine, Hung said he 
was alarmed that the GFVN “planned to 
open a representative office in Washing¬ 
ton, with an opening ceremony scheduled 
for Feb. 12.” 

“You must prevent this,” the assistant 
foreign minister stressed. “If not, it will be 
extremely harmful to our relations. You 
must prosecute him for his crimes.... 
Please take action.... If [the opening of 
Chanh’s Washington office] occurs, every¬ 
thing we have achieved to this point will 
be lost.’” 

Marine’s office replied less than a month 
later. “Responding to AFM Hung’s ques¬ 
tion about Chanh’s reported plans to open 
a GFVN office in Washington, D.C.—in 
front of which would fly the flag of the old 
South Vietnam—the Ambassador said that 
we have to keep things in perspective,” the 
cable read. It noted that a GFVN conven¬ 
tion held in Anaheim that had alarmed 
the Vietnamese government was a “non- 
event,” adding that Chanh’s plans to open 
an office wasn’t illegal. 

“It may be better to ignore Chanh than to 
draw attention to him,” Hung responded. 

After that cable, no additional direct 
references to Chanh or the GFVN were 
made by the government of Vietnam. By 
this point, GFVN members 
were continuing their 
campaigns of supposed 
terror. In September 
2005, three American 
citizens—Nguyen Thuong 
Cue, Huynh Bich Lien 
and Le Van Binh—and 
four Vietnamese nationals 
were arrested in Vietnam 
for attempting to set up 
pirate-radio transmit¬ 
ters under the direction 
of Chanh and the GFVN. 

As with the first GFVN 
followers to be arrested, 
Cue, Huynh and Le were 
charged with crimes 
against the state, a charge 
that carries a punishment 
of between 12 years in a 
prison camp and death. 

However, unlike the orig¬ 
inal arrestees and Vo, Cue, 
Huynh and Le received 
help from a source who 
could legitimately apply 
pressure to Vietnam— 
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then-United States Senator Mel Martinez 
(R-Florida). The 2005 arrests came at a 
crucial time for U.S.-Vietnam relations, 
right before Vietnam joined the World 
Trade Organization. Before American com¬ 
panies could benefit from the lower tariffs, 
a bill granting Vietnam permanent normal 
trade relations needed to be passed by Con¬ 
gress. Before the bill could come to a vote, 
the senator, who counted Cue as one of his 
constituents, put a hold on the bill. After 
the hold was in place, the Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment quickly granted a trial. After one 
day in court, on Nov. 10,2006, the group 
was sentenced to 15 months in prison, with 
credit for time already served. The U.S. 
citizens were deported back to the United 
States by the end of the year. 

Vu Phi Long, president of the Ho Chi 
Minh City People’s Court, told reporters 
he was aware of the diplomatic situation 


rhetoric disappeared. Meanwhile, mem¬ 
bers began passing away. Nguyen Khanh 
died on Jan. 11,2013, at age 85 in San Jose 
from complications related to kidney 
failure and pneumonia. Nguyen Huy Dau 
died on Sept. 22,2008, at the age of 94, 
and Linh Quang Vien died on Jan. 17, 2013, 
at the age of 94. 

After Chanh’s release, the website 
stopped updating, going dark sometime 
between 2009 and 2011. Currently, its URL, 
gfvn.org, is for sale. 

M eeting Chanh today, he’s a far 
cry from the striking “freedom 
fighter” once hailed in the 
refugee community. The 65-year-old still 
wears dark suits, though they’re now often 
covered in sawdust from remodeling. He 
still spends most of his time in an office in 
Garden Grove, but now it’s as the founder

and had decided accordingly. “We carefully 
considered the case before announcing the 
verdict to make it suitable for the present 
situation,” he told the Washington Post. 

They still had it in for Chanh, though. 

He was arrested in South Korea in 2006, 
more than a year after he stepped down as 
“Head of State” of the Government of Free 
Vietnam, proclaiming “he now has the con¬ 
fidence to leave the home base in the good 
hands of” others. The Vietnamese govern¬ 
ment asked the South Koreans to arrest 
Chanh on the charge that he was a terrorist 
mastermind who planned the smuggling of 
weapons. The move set off protests in Los 
Angeles and Orange counties. After three 
months of confinement, the South Korean 
Supreme Court ruled Chanh was a political 
dissident and allowed him to return to the 
United States. 

“I have believed in South Korea’s judicial 
system, and now I am grateful to the South 
Korean court for its fair ruling,” Nguyen 
told the South Korean Yonhap News 
agency after his release. 

Vietnamese officials were upset at 
the decision. 

“We reiterate that [Chanh] is the leader 
of a ring of criminals who have conducted 
terrorist actions against Vietnam,” read 
a statement released by the Vietnam¬ 
ese Embassy in Washington, D.C. “We 
request countries concerned to cooperate 
with Vietnam in stopping terrorist acts 
committed by Chanh’s group and punish¬ 
ing the perpetrators.” 

By then, the GFVN was already on its 
way to irrelevancy. In a website change 
between April and June 2006 (the period 
during which Chanh was arrested), the 
site was updated to include a cry for help 
in petitioning for Chanh’s release. All 
mentions of KC-702 and other militaristic 


and CEO of GlobalTV, a company that 
offers programming in Vietnamese and 
other languages through the Internet. His 
business card forgoes any mention of the 
Government of Free Vietnam. 

The jump from revolutionary group 
to entertainment executive may seem a 
large one, but Chanh and other GlobalTV 
employees see it very logically. By broad¬ 
casting Vietnamese programmingto over¬ 
seas communities from Israel to South 
Korea, they’re helping to preserve and build 
Vietnamese culture for the day Vietnam 
sees free elections. 

“The one thing about overseas Viet¬ 
namese communities is that they’re pro- 
democracy and freedom, 100 percent,” 
Chanh says. “The overseas communities 
call home, and they talk to people in 
Vietnam, and that’s very good for the 
transfer of ideas. That’s why Vietnam 
has opened the door.” 

He continues, “Right now, the commu¬ 
nists are just communists in name only, in 
the color red. Right now, they don’t care. 
Every day, it changes in Vietnam—the 
economy, the technology, religion, every¬ 
thing changes. It’s not 100 percent yet, 
but maybe 50.” 

And once Vietnam is 100 percent ready 
for a free election, once the communist 
government finally goes, Chanh and his 
former comrades will be ready. 

“After fighting in the jungles, in Vietnam, 
in politics, I think I made a mistake before,” 
he says. “I didn’t have media before. For 30 
years, people have been taught Commu¬ 
nism-Uncle Ho, all that. Now, we have to 
retrain them. 

“One day, Vietnam will have democracy 
like Cambodia,” he continues. “And when 
that day comes, we will be ready.”

CABIN IN THE SKY 

As a celebratory precursor to its perfor¬ 
mance of Duke Ellington's only opera, 
Queenie Pie , in January, the Long 
Beach Opera presents the 1943 all-black- 
cast musical Cabin In the Sky.

Making a Splash 

Penelope 

“Purgatory is a swimming pool,” teases 
Penelope, the latest production at the 
Queen Mary’s Royal Theater. Writ¬ 
ten by Irish playwright Enda Walsh, 
Penelope takes a page from Homer’s 
Odyssey and follows the story of four 
men attempting to romance a beautiful 
woman while her husband, Odysseus, 
is away. The kicker, here, is that the 
whole thing is staged in a drained pool, 
the men ambling about, attempting to 
woo Penelope, who stands, unseen, on 
the platform above. There’s a mysteri¬ 
ous blood stain on the wall, apparently 
from a fifth man who took his life the 
day before—and a barbecue that, if 
lit, signals the death of the men at the 
hands of the returning Odysseus. It’s a 
weird, quirky take on the most classic 
of classics—and a surreal treat for the 
avid theatergoer.

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The Razor Clam Blues 

Ways & Means Oyster House has a Michelin-starred chef and prices to match

O ur server at Ways & Means Oyster 
House was obviously new, but 
then so was everyone else. The 
restaurant had barely been open a week, 
and midway through her enthusiastic 
soliloquy on how the chef, Conrad Gal¬ 
lagher, was Michelin-starred and the sole 
he cooks comes straight from Holland, 
she asked to borrow the menu I was hold¬ 
ing to jog her memory on what else to say 
By that time, I was already distracted by 
the bread guy. He brought 
a tray of four varieties of 
sliced loaves, the best of 
which was the Guinness 
bread, a sweet, oat-studded, 
dark-as-a-brownie rectangle 
that crumbled with the 
moist consistency of a 
muffin without actually 
being one. 

We slathered the bread 
with Irish butter from a tall, 
undulating column that had 
the vibrant yellow of an egg 
yolk. I flagged down the 
bread guy as he passed by to 
ask for more of that bread 
to smear with more of that 
butter. But a few minutes 
later, our server returned 
to deliver bad news: The 
kitchen was out of the razor 
clams I ordered. To miti¬ 
gate my disappointment, 

I considered one of the 
shellfish towers. But then I 
came to my senses: The $65 
appetizer of half a lobster, 
oysters, clams, crabmeat, 
shrimp and a couple of crab 
claws was already twice 
the price of an entree, and 
that was for the cheaper 
tower called the Queen. 

The King—which added 
periwinkles, an abalone and 
half a crayfish—was $20 
more, practically a ransom 
for Henry VIII himself. 

To be fair, that’s about 
the going rate for similar 
towers at Mastro’s and 
other places. But it forced 
me to take stock of where I was: in an 
A-frame building that used to house Spi¬ 
ros, a greasy spoon that served pancakes 
for breakfast and fried chicken for sup¬ 
per. Now it hosted a chef whose website 
biography name-drops Boulud, Ducasse 
and Ripert. And then there’s that 
Michelin star Gallagher earned when 
he was 25, the youngest chap ever to do 
so. You would think this Irishman lost if 
you didn’t know he now lives in Orange 
County. Later, I’d see him in the flesh— 
an oak tree of a man, older than he looks 
on the restaurant’s website. He went 


past my booth to greet a couple who had 
summoned him from the kitchen to ask 
for a picture. 

In the meantime, I’d started scooping 
up the salmon rillette he’d presumably 
made just before he came into the dining 
room. And it was a marvelous melange 
of what seemed to be three different 
textures coming from one fish. In every 
scoop of this glorified party dip, I tasted 
the fluffy base texture of poached, the 


depth of smoked and, if I’m not mistaken, 
the silkiness of raw. 

Then came the bamboo-steamed hali¬ 
but, an iceberg-sized hunk of pure white¬ 
ness perched atop a mound of shredded 
braised oxtail—a surf-and-turf combo I 
hear Gordon Ramsay’s restaurant in West 
Hollywood also offers. Gallagher cooked 
his fish perfectly, the boulder shearing off 
as though wet tissue paper and disinte¬ 
grating in the mouth, its mildness becom¬ 
ing the blank canvas for the beefy and 
salty brush strokes of the oxtail. 

A return trip I made to the restaurant 


a week later was less exemplary, though. 
The bread guy only came around after 
I made increasingly desperate requests 
to our server. And when it was finally 
offered, the loaf didn’t come with the 
dramatically sculpted Irish butter from 
a week before, but a near-frozen, pallid- 
looking ball that my server assured me 
wasn’t just normal butter. Sometime 
after we finished a wonderful crab cake 
compacted between two crisply fried 

discs of kaitifi, the belated 
amuse bouche finally 
arrived. And when the 
server brought out the 
three kinds of oysters we 
ordered, he did so without 
telling us which bivalves 
were which. Worse: The 
kitchen had run out of 
razor clams again. 

“How about some peri¬ 
winkles?” I asked. 

“No,” our server said, 
sensing my growing frus¬ 
tration, “we don’t have 
that either.” 

I resigned myself to just 
that Holland-imported 
sole, which was a reve¬ 
latory piece of fish—a 
bone-in, naturally milky, 
1.25-pound swath of moist 
flesh cooked simply and 
served with a grilled lemon 
and some spinach. I ate it 
with a side of Colcannon 
mashed potatoes so smooth 
they could’ve been clotted 
cream. My date ordered 
the salmon with couscous 
and ratatouille that neither 
of us liked nearly as much 
as the sole. 

For dessert, we ordered 
the strawberry “Eat and 
Mess” meringue that 
floored us a week earlier- 
sliced strawberries embed¬ 
ded in a thick, almost-solid 
block of Chantilly cream 
with crumbles of meringue 
folded into it, served with 
a side of vanilla ice cream. 
This week, though, the half-melted ice 
cream was mixed into the Chantilly, 
diluting its greatness. We left the restau¬ 
rant kind of sad about the dessert, but 
sincerely hoping the dish didn’t portend 
Gallagher’s future here in OC, where the 
Michelin committee has yet to visit.

Remembrance of 
Teriyakis Past

J ust had this conversation in the office: 

The new generation of Weeklings couldn't 
understand whatthe big fuss is regarding 
the expansion of Dunkin' Donuts into Cali¬ 
fornia, especially among East Coast expats. 
"It sucks!" I kept yelling from my office as 
I worked on a story. Then Patty, our No. 3 
editor, came out to try to explain the phenom¬ 
enon before it finally hit me. 

"It's just like MOS 2," I shouted, refer¬ 
ring to the legendary Mexican teriyaki-bowl 
chain with outposts in Anaheim and San- 
Tana. "I've been eating it since high school. 

Is it the best food in Orange County? Not 
even close. Is it the greatest restaurant in 
Orange County? Absolutely." 

The kids finally understood what we were 
saying. Nostalgia elevates humdrum meals 
to a level on par with the Ritz, makes other¬ 
wise-discerning palates seek random, vile 
combinations that seem to contradict their 
otherwise-sane thoughts (ask me about my 
Texas tradition of eating Zingers and drinking 
Big Red whenever I'm just outside Amarillo). 
It's why I continue to search for the best 
teriyaki bowls in the land, long after serious 
food critics gave up on them. And it's what 
leads me to Golden Bowl whenever I'm in 
Buena Park and am tired of Korean barbecue 
or Portillo's. 

The restaurant is only a couple of years 
old, holding down a newish streetside com¬ 
plex across La Palma Avenue from the Buena 
Park Mall, built in one of the city's endless 
redevelopment projects. Come lunchtime, the 
line goes out the door with blue- and white- 
collar workers looking for cheap, pleasing 
food, usually sticking to the bowls but some¬ 
times veering into the excellent hamburgers. 
It's not completely Mexicanized—while 
horchata is on tap, the default hot sauce 
remains Sriracha—but the majority of eaters 
are Latino. To appeal to them, Golden Bowl 
even offers a teriyaki burrito, and while I'm 
as big a proponent of fusion Mexican food 
as anyone, don't order it: The rice and meat 
work, but the owners strangely decided to 
place a slice of Kraft cheese inside—why? 
Mucks up all the flavors. 

Is Golden Bowl worth a drive up from San 
Clemente? Probably not for most—but those 
of ustedes who grew up on teriyaki bowls 
will drive up without hesitation, just like 
others will trek to Barstow, which Dunkin' 
Donuts has inexplicably chosen as its first 
California outpost (was Yermo too classy?). 
Golden Bowl offers us a blanket of comfort, 
heavy on the sauce—and sometimes, that's 
all one needs in this modern world. Just stay 
away from the burritos.

Jason ‘Chicken Wang’ Montelibano 
of Chapter One: The Modern Local

i e happy when you cook. I 
k usually dance and sing in the 
' kitchen.” Jason Montelibano 
has been at Chapter One: The Modern Local 
since it opened two and a half years ago, and 
this year, he moved up to the executive chef 
position. He has an impossible-to-ignore 
nickname (“Chicken Wang”), which he’ll 
explain to you over a cocktail, and an appe¬ 
tite to excel in the kitchen. We converse 
over a dish of sisig fries and live jazz. 


OC WEEKLY; Your earliest food memory: 
JASOIM MONTELIBANO: Pan de sal 

[Filipino bread]. I still loved watching 
cartoons, but every Saturday, I looked for¬ 
ward to helping a local bakery in the Phil¬ 
ippines knead dough and bake bread. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Vegetables. Taking a vegetable you see 
every day and making it unique is how I 
get passionate with my food. 

Which responsibility did you enjoy doing 
most during your time at Irvine Fish Market? 
Fishmongering. I learned a lot when I 
mongered different kinds of fish. The 
worst part was coming home and smelling 
like fish guts, but it was a good skill to have. 
Your strategy of working your way up at 
Chapter One is similar to that at Irvine 
Fish Market. Many chefs would rather 
bounce between multiple restaurants to 
gain a greater breadth of knowledge. Why 
did you choose this route? 

At Chapter One, it’s basically like a big fam¬ 
ily. It’s home away from home. I love the 
people here, and it makes long days go by. 
Where was your most recent meal? 

Chef Ryan Velilla’s barbecue brisket 
sandwich at C4 Deli: The Cure for the 
Common. It’s really amazing. Your mind 
would be blown if you ate it. 

Culinarily speaking ; Orange County has 
the best: 

Young and hungry/talented chefs. 

What is your most popular item? 

There’s abuzz around the sisig fries—pork 
jowl, pig ears and pulled pork on some fries, 
with pickled red onions and a fried egg. 
What is your beverage of choice? 

Freshly squeezed calamansi [a kumquat 
hybrid] juice. I usually get it from family 
friends who have a tree. Some Asian mar¬ 
kets carry it. 

Are there ideas or lessons you might not 
have learned as quickly if you didn’t attend 
culinary school? 

Eventually, you will learn things as you go 
in a restaurant, but butchering meats—like 
a whole side of beef and pork—would be it. I 
was lucky enough that one of my instructors 
in school also owned a farm in Chino Hills. 
What are your favorites on Chapter 
One’s menu? 

Fried chicken, lamb and gnocchi, and the 
Kurobuta pork chop. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Jollibee’s spaghetti and three-piece 
chicken meal with gravy, with a side of

rice. What can I say? I’m a true F.O.B. 
[fresh-off-the-boat immigrant]. 

How old were you when you killed your first 
chicken , and what was the experience like? 

I believe I was 7. I’ll never forget it. I 
had to hold the chicken steady while my 
grandma slit its throat to save the blood. 
The chicken went into shock and eventu¬ 
ally pooped on me. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

I haven’t had one yet at Chapter One, 
mainly because the servers know the 
limits when it comes to special requests. 
But once I had to make a salad for Mr. 
Heinz, as in the ketchup, at the Island 
Hotel, and he requested the salad to be 
chopped super-fine. 

Tell us about working under David Man at 
the Island Hotel. 

Working at the Island Hotel was the 
start of my culinary career. I worked 
with ingredients I didn’t know about as a 
young cook, so it expanded my vision for 
flavor profiles and plated dishes. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Arroz Valenciana, otherwise known as a 
poor man’s paella. My grandma made it 
the best! It was really sticky, with seafood 
and vegetables. 

Your best recent food find: 

The buffalo duck leg from Lola Gaspar. 
[The staff] had me try it. It was crispy, 
but it was still tender inside. I think I 
had two that day. It was that good. 
Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Magic Wok in Artesia has this dish called 
crispy pata (deep-fried pork knuckle). It’s 
well worth the heart attack.

Chicken doner pita 
at DonerG 


T he memory of Pita Grill’s food is still 
as fresh as the salads and vegetable 
offerings it once served. But its 
replacement, DonerG, has been a perennial 
favorite of ours ever since it opened its first 
store in Anaheim. The Irvine restaurant is 
its second, and just as at Pita Grill before it, 
it serves things carved from a spinning cone 
of meat. DonerG’s twirling meat cone is 
already part of the restaurant’s name: doner 
kebab. No matter what it’s called, be it gyro, 
tarna, shawarma or even al pastor, all share 
the same DNA— slabs of marinated beef or 
chicken, stacked (impaled, really) in front 
of a heating element that slowly cooks it. As 
people order, a giant serrated saber shaves

it as though the server is whittling down a 
tree trunk. Since it’s done by hand, the meat 
at DonerG can come in delicate petals or 
thicker fingers. 

My favorite thus far is the chicken doner 
pita, wherein a toasted-to-crispy pita 
swaddles what must be at least three fistfuls 
of shaved chicken slathered in a Thousand 
Island-like sauce. The meat is best when 
it has been a little singed. It’s a satisfying 
sandwich—one that you don’t think you can 
finish by yourself... until you do.

Old Fashioned at Harlow’s 

fifi I'll have an Old Fashioned, please," I 
Isaid to Hoover, the bearded wunder- 
kind behind the bar at Harlow's Cuisine and 
Cocktails. It was the first time I had visited, 
and he asked about my liquor preference— 
rye, thanks. Then he set my drink on fire. 

I almost didn't see it—it was just a blue 
flash—but I wondered what could possibly 
be going on. Usually mixing bitters, sugar, 
citrus and whiskey doesn't result in flames, 
though I do know a bunch of Mythbusters- 
obsessed pyromaniacs who could chal¬ 
lenge that remark. A raised eyebrow and 
a look that communicated quite plainly, 
"Why are you playing with a lighter in a pint 
glass?" elicited the explanation: Hoover 
was torching a cherry for garnish by misting 
it with 151 -proof rum and setting it on fire. 

THE DRINK 

Old Fashioneds with cherries are nearly 
always cloying. I shouldn't have worried, 
though; these aren'tthe pink ice cream 
cherries of HFCS-led death, nor are they 
the sticky Luxardo cherries so beloved of 
craft bartenders. No, these cherries are 
cured in spice syrup right there at the bar; 



there's a hit of cinnamon and cardamom, 
and because they've been flamed—cauter¬ 
ized shut, really—they don't exude the thick, 
sweet spooge that has ruined so many Old 
Fashioneds. It adds just the perfect tinge of 
caramelized sweetness to the drink. 

The best part is that it doesn't matter 
who's behind the stick; it could be Hoover, 
bar manager Roy Hanzal, or—as was the 
case on a recent Tuesday night—general 
manager Ana Maria Osborne. All of them 
know howto make with the pyrotechnics. 
Now my rule is "No cherries in my Old Fash¬ 
ioned ... except at Harlow's."

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Not Worth Stealing 

The Book Thief probably should have stayed a book

I t had to happen: There’s so much 
voice-over narration in today’s mov¬ 
ies, so much needless verbal play-by- 
play, that it was only a matter of time 
before somebody made a picture nar¬ 
rated by that life of the party himself, 
Death. The Grim Reaper delivers the 
opening monologue of The Book Thief, 
Brian Percival’s adaptation of Markus 
Zusak’s novel about a somber, precocious 
schoolgirl in Nazi Germany, and his 
voice sounds a lot like Roger Allam’s— 
probably because it is Roger Allam’s. You 
can’t fault that choice: Death probably 
would sound a lot like an esteemed Eng¬ 
lish character actor. 

But The Book Thief is just so silly, 
despite the fact it deals with a very grave 
time in history, one in which Death cer¬ 
tainly had a field day. It’s 1938, and young 
Liesel (played by French newcomer 
Sophie Nelisse), for reasons that aren’t 
immediately spelled out, has been dis¬ 
patched by her mother to a small German 
town to live with a new family: winking, 
twinkling Hans (Geoffrey Rush) and 
stern, scowling Rosa (Emily Watson). 

It wasn’t an easy journey—her younger

brother died en route—and Liesel’s prob¬ 
lems only mount when she starts school: 
Her teacher and classmates learn, to her 
shame, that she can’t read. 

But with the help of good-natured 
Hans, Liesel soon discovers the power 
of words. She also forges one of those 
sweet kiddie romances with a neighbor 
boy, Rudy (Nico Liersch), who, with his 
spun-gold hair and Teutonic features, 
would make a fine Hitler Youth in train¬ 
ing, though he’s a good kid and has no 
such ambitions. Still, the two are caught 
up in their times: Their brown school 
uniforms are decorated with swastikas, 
and they join their schoolmates in sing¬ 
ing nationalistic anthems with gusto. In 
their off-hours, they cavort through the 
streets of the little town like living Hum¬ 


mels. What could go wrong? 

You can probably guess. Liesel’s 
future is shaped by a mysterious guest, 
a serious-minded young man named 
Max (Ben Schnetzer), who comes to 
stay with the family. By that time, books 
have become dangerous objects, but it’s 
too late for Liesel to turn back; she loves 
them too much. And so she must resort 
to illicit means to get them. 

It all sounds rather sweet, and to 
a point, it is. Nelisse makes a good 
heroine: She has an arresting face, with 
watchful eyes—she brings some depth 
to the material even when there’s really 
none. And as shot by Florian Ballhaus, 
the movie has a prestige-picture glow— 
its palette has the faded softness of old 
hand-tinted photographs. 

The Book Thief is just too tidy to 
have much impact. Percival—who has 
directed numerous episodes of Downton 
Abbey —approaches the material ear¬ 
nestly, but when it veers into the terri¬ 
tory of literary preciousness, he doesn’t 
know how to rein it in. It’s made very 
clear that even though Liesel and Rudy 
are growing up in the shadow of the Nazi 
regime, they’re not Nazis themselves. 
They wear swastikas on their little uni¬ 
form sleeves just because everyone else 
is doing it: Don’t hate them because 
they’re conformists. Late in the movie, 
they stand at the edge of a river, shout¬ 
ing, “I hate Hitler!” into oblivion. Take 
that, Fuhrer! But they’re conveniently 


one-dimensional; we, and they, always 
know they’re standing on the correct 
side of history. The story can’t risk any 
blurred edges. 

Worse yet, this is a movie about the 
love of words. Liesel is, of course, des¬ 
tined to be a writer because she loves 
words so much. Each time she learns a 
new one, she writes it on a chalkboard 
that Hans has kindly set up for her. 
Words, how marvelous! The way they 
swirl and dance on the page. The way 
they carry so much meaning and beauty 
in their little vowel-shaped baskets. Few 
people want to acknowledge this, but 
lovers of words make lousy writers. They 
tend to get so high on their own supply 
that they forget real human beings will 
have to read their deadly, thesaurusy 
prose, full of ostensibly delicious nug¬ 
gets such as “reticule” and “hollyhock.” 
The hopeful message of The Book Thief 
is that words have the power to triumph 
over everything, even Hitler. That may 
be true if we’re talking about, say, the 
diaries of Victor Klemperer or Anne 
Frank. But yelling, “I hate Hitler” across 
a river? You can sum up the power of 
those words using just two: no dice.

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THE BEST MAN HOLIDAY Even 
though they made good money and 
filled a crucial niche, the 1990s' and 
early 2000s' romantic entertain¬ 
ments targeted to—though not made 
exclusively for—black audiences 
disappeared almost as mysteriously 
as they arrived. It's only now that 
we're getting a sequel to one of the 
most exuberant and astute black 
ensemble comedies, Malcolm D. 

Lee's 1999 The Best Man. The Best 
Man Holiday picks up 14 years after 
The Best Man left off, and an early 
montage gets newcomers quickly 
up to speed on the four male leads, 
as well as their significant others, 
exes, or would-be exes. Harper, the 
once-successful author played by 
Taye Diggs, has fallen on hard times: 
Writer's block has hit him hard. It 
doesn't help that he and his wife 
(Sanaa Lathan) are expecting their 
first child after a long fertility struggle. 
Plus, it's Christmas time, and they've 
been invited to spend a holiday 
weekend with his former best friend, 
upstanding pro football player Lance 
(Morris Chestnut), his sweet, self- 
sacrificing wife (Monica Calhoun), 
and their four—count 'em!—beautiful 
and well-behaved children. Diggs 
and Chestnut's characters have had 
something of a falling out, and their 
other pals, also invited for this week¬ 
end of revelry and revelations, have 
problems of their own. Lee throws in 
everything he can grab: Love, sex, 
money, jealousy, interracial romance, 
mortal illness, childbirth—there's 
even a dance number. Lee can't quite 
juggle it all, and the picture drags a 
bit through its last third, but he coaxes 
us to step in and listen, and the very 
casualness of his invitation is the key 
to the joyousness of The Best Man 
Holiday, flaws be damned. (R) Alan

ABOUT TIME Richard Curtis has so 
much to tell us about life. Seize the 
day! Show people you love them 
before it's too late! Don't let the right 
one get away! His movies become 
restless jumbles of exclamation points 
pantomimed by actors. Some still work 
like gangbusters (Four Weddings and 
a Funeral ). Others are so gummed 
up with allegedly colorful types with 
adorable romantic problems that they 
meld into a sort of rom-com mulch 
(Love Actually). About Time is dread¬ 
ful in many, though not all, ways. Tim 
(Domhnall Gleeson) is the scion of an 
eccentric but genteel English family 
that likes to have lunch on the beach 
near their rambling family estate every 
day, summer and winter. But don't 
hate him just yet: His father is played 
by Curtis favorite Bill Nighy—always 
a good thing—and when Tim turns 21, 
Dad informs him that the men in the 
family share a gift: They can travel 
back in time, but only to moments 
they've already experienced. Tim uses 
this power to fine-tune his awkward¬ 
ness with girls into a kind of stealth 
courtship. When he opens his mouth 
and something stupid comes out, he 
can just reel back a few minutes. 
That's how he lands Mary (Rachel 
McAdams), a clumsy-cute publishing 
type who of course has no clue about 
Tim's unusual gift. Gleeson—son of 
the superb Brendan Gleeson—is that 
rare movie commodity, a fairly charis¬ 
matic redheaded actor. Curtis uses the 
time-travel device to achieve a num¬ 
ber of aims, not all of them wretched, 
but he's always putting quotation 


marks around things, squeezing every 
dramatic drop out of even the most 
pedestrian device. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS Tom Hanks has 
built a career out of playing aggres¬ 
sively noble roles, so it's only natural 
to want to see him taken down a 
peg. But it's no fun to watch him suf¬ 
fer at the hands of Somali pirates in 
Paul Greengrass'true-life adventure 
Captain Phillips, adapted from Richard 
Phillips' memoir. Still, Hanks can be 
a marvelous performer, and here he 
lets out one hell of a quiet roar. Hanks 
plays the commander of the Maersk 
Alabama, a U.S. cargo ship en route 
to Kenya beset by Somali pirates. 

After trying to negotiate with these 
aggressive, trigger-happy extortion¬ 
ists, he somehow persuades them 
to release the ship and its crew in 
exchange for the wad of cash stashed 
in the ship's safe. The solution, of 
course, isn't as simple as that, and 
the ordeal that unfolds over the next 
five days involves further fruitless 
negotiation, countless bumps and 
bruises, and, ultimately, bloodshed of 
the sort Robert Louis Stevenson never 
imagined. Especially for a modern 
adventure movie, Captain Phillips is 
spectacularly well-made: Greengrass 
has given us serious-minded pictures 
(Bloody Sunday, United 93) and enter¬ 
tainments that skitter and scamper 
across rooftops and continents (The 
Bourne Supremacy, The Bourne 
Ultimatum ), and he's adept at keep¬ 
ing things moving without gumming 
up the works. Greengrass attempts 
to humanize the pirates, and his 
actors—particularly Barkhad Abdi 
as the leader, Muse, and Barkhad 
Abdirahman as addled teenager 
Bilal—are superb. But Captain Phillips 
gets dangerously close to making a 
"these people just can't help them¬ 
selves" defense, which is a particu¬ 
larly subtle, if unintentional, kind of 
racism. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE COUNSELOR The Counselor is 
the cumbersome end product of a 
high-minded writer trying to slum and 
a slick director aiming for cosmic 
depth. In his first original screenplay 
written directly for the screen, novel¬ 
ist Cormac McCarthy takes a holiday 
from the apocalyptic portentousness 
of his No Country for Old Men and 
The Road adaptations, instead giving 
us a wet-lipped drug dealer (Javier 
Bardem) with hedgehog hair and a 
pastel-hued, cactus-laden mansion; 
a pair of deadly cheetahs; and a 
constricting weapon that slowly sev¬ 
ers heads. What hasn't been lost is 
McCarthy's wordy speechifying, which 
undoubtedly aroused director Ridley 
Scott. The look of The Counselor is 
smeary and smoggy, as if shot dur¬ 
ing one long, hot, dirty Los Angeles 
morning. Yet amid Scott's chronic 
fetishizing of various macho odd jobs, 
from alloying liquid metals to removing 
bullets, are long-winded monologues 
about the inherent evil in all of us. It's 
a bit like attending Sunday school in 
a bordello. Aside from its enjoyably 
bleak ending, The Counselor gener¬ 
ates few thrills, mainly because its 
pawn—a corrupt lawyer undone by 
a botched Mexican drug deal—is 
played by Michael Fassbender, a 
steely, intimidating figure who looks 
merely sulky when he's supposed to 
be in peril. Cameron Diaz, as Bardem's 
two-faced wife, trips over her char¬ 
acter's Barbadian accent, and over 
impossible lines like "it's our faintness 
of heart that drives us to the edge of 
ruin." But she still proves irresistible; 
her angular cheekbones and feline 
pout resemble Sophia Loren's, and 
her spry, gymnastic performance—in 


one sequence, she straddles a whole 
windshield—is the brightest spot in 
this joylessly seedy enterprise. (R)

DALLAS BUYERS CLUB Matthew 
McConaughey lost 40 pounds to play 
AIDS victim, entrepreneur, and ad-hoc 
activist Ron Woodruff in Dallas Buyers 
Club. His figure is so attenuated you 
can almost hear his bones crack¬ 
ing; his gait is that of a slow-motion 
alien, his neck one long stretch of 
tendons. But there's never a moment 
when you don't see the whole person. 
McConaughey's Woodruff is a fully 
rounded "y'all go fuck yourselves" 
folk hero. Woodruff was a real person, 
an electrician from Dallas diagnosed 
with HIV in 1985—he'd contracted the 
virus from a forgotten heterosexual 
encounter—and given 30 days to live. 
Dallas Buyers Club, directed by Jean- 
Marc Vallee, shows how Woodruff 
fought. Unable to partake of the then- 
experimental AZT, he began obtaining 
the drug through back channels, 
selling it at a profit to those in need, 
and also using it to keep himself alive. 
Previously, Woodruff had seen AIDS 
as "the gay disease." But the more he 
learned about the virus and its pos¬ 
sible treatments, the more he came to 
care about his fellow sufferers. What's 
remarkable about Dallas Buyers Club 
is its lack of sentimentality. The movie, 
like its star, is all angles and elbows, 
earning its emotion through sheer 
pragmatism. Woodruff, a man with a 
job to do, enlists help from a number 
of acquaintances, usually by first tak¬ 
ing advantage of them. They include 
his physician, Eve Saks (Jennifer 
Garner), and a fellow AIDS patient 
named Rayon (Jared Leto), a trans¬ 
sexual who, in a marvelous scene, 
manages to both charm and challenge 
the (at first) aggressively homophobic 
Woodruff. They begin a business 
partnership that evolves into a friend¬ 
ship, bickering like the Honeymooners 
all the way. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

ENDER'S GAME It's not news that 
Ender's Game author Orson Scott 
Card is a homophobic turd who has 
declared that anyone caught "fla¬ 
grantly" engaging in gay sex "cannot 
be permitted to remain as acceptable, 
equal citizens within that society." For 
all his smart work on future tech and 
the nature of war, this science-fiction 
futurist has failed to imagine the egali¬ 
tarianism of the human present, much 
less that of centuries from now. His is 
one of those jumpsuit futures where 
all the clothes and people seem to 
have come out of a spigot. In Gavin 
Hood's movie, Ender gets shipped off 
to Harrison Ford's "Battle School," a 
sort of Hogwarts for future war crimi¬ 
nals. His mission: to become the kiddo 
military commander so ruthless he 
can lead humanity to victory against 
the insectoid aliens who attacked 
the Earth some 20 years prior. The 
gifted white kid is always surrounded 
by brown and black classmates who 
marvel at his intelligence, envy his 
victories, and salute him warmly when 
he's promoted over them. Ford, as high 
commander muckety-muck, amusingly 
schemes to strip away Ender's human¬ 
ity. Asa Butterfield, as Ender, sells 
the many repetitive scenes of Ender 
outwitting everyone, but he's not up 
the high emotions of the final reels, 
probably because the movie isn't, 
either. The space battles don't have 
the usual problem of looking like video 
games; they have the unusual problem 
of looking like terrifically cluttered 
screensavers. In the end, our hero 
learns the encouraging lesson that 
alien races are worth trying to under¬ 
stand. Is it naive to hope that one 


day Card tries doing the same—but 
toward other humans? (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

FREE BIRDS Free Birds, an animated 
wingding from director Jimmy 


Hayward (Horton Hears a Who!), 
offers a vision of a kinder, gentler 
Thanksgiving. Reggie (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) is a young turkey with 
a higher-than-average IQ, which 
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means he knows his days are num¬ 
bered. But Reggie sees a way out 
when the President comes through 
town to pardon one lucky turkey. (As 
voiced by Hayward, he's a Bill Clinton 
sound-alike with a cheerful corndog 
drawl.) Reggie is lucky enough to be 
the chosen bird, and he's whisked off 
to Camp David, where he's introduced 
to the pleasures of TV and pizza deliv¬ 
ery. No turkey ever had it so good. 

But fate intervenes in the form of a 
bigger, more ambitious turkey named 
Jake (Woody Harrelson), who urges 
the reluctant Reggie to travel back 
in time and alter mankind's holiday¬ 
eating habits. Via a giant talking space 
egg named S.T.E.V.E. (that stands for 
Space Time Exploration Vehicle Envoy, 
and its voice belongs to George Takei), 
they whiz back to Plymouth circa 
1621, where they try to destroy the 
gunpowder stash of Myles Standish 


(Colm Meaney) to keep turkeykind 
safe from his muskets. Their plan 
goes awry, and they're saved by a 
plucky girl-turkey named Jenny (Amy 
Poehler). She serves as Reggie's love 
interest, though she's also destined 
for great things within her own turkey 
tribe. Free Birds is so unhinged that it 
could almost work. It doesn't, at least 
not after Reggie leaves the comfort of 
Camp David behind. Like so many ani¬ 
mated features these days, Free Birds 
tries to pack too much in; the picture 
feels cramped and cluttered, and, 
despite its occasionally manic action, 
it moves as slowly as a fattened 
bird waddling toward its doom. (PG)

GREAT EXPECTATIONS Besides its 
cast, a parade of Brit aces the likes 
of which we haven't seen since the 
last episode of Wizard Boy Has a Sad, 
the quality that most distinguishes 


Mike Newell's adaptation of the 
best-titled of all English novels is its 
healthy fullness. In the decades since 
David Lean's definitive film, one of 
those rare cases of genius adapt¬ 
ing genius, Great Expectations has 
again and again been given some¬ 
thing like a greatest hits treatment: 
criminal on the marsh, playtime at 
Miss Havisham's, the rotted-through 
wedding finery, the little girl whose 
heart is ice, "I say, it's grand to be a 
gentleman, mysterious benefactor!" 
Those scenes are grand here, too, 
but Newell subsumes them into the 
fuller story, emphasizing character 
and feeling, never getting caught 
up in that plummy puddings-and- 
corsets Christmastide pageantry that 
strangles so many takes on Dickens. 
He finds the vital heart of most scenes 
and gives us many fine portraits: 
Robbie Coltrane plays Jaggers, that 
unknowable lawyer, as a man-made 
force of nature, the agent through 
whom the whims of the moneyed 
become lawful fact; Ben Lloyd-Hughes 
as the louchest of London's gentlemen 
class is the perfect demonstration 
of the destructive pointlessness of 
Pip's fantasy of being a moneyed, idle 
fancypants. Then there are the princi¬ 
pals. Helena Bonham Carter and the 
filmmakers approach Miss Havisham 
not as a brittle septuagenarian but 
as a brilliant, cruel, scheming, still- 
alluring woman of means relishing her 
own theatrical decay—and the power 
such Grey Gardens madness gives her 
over the timid relatives in her orbit. 
Newell's film doesn't supplant Lean's, 
of course, but it's the best since, rich 
in feeling and dark beauty, alive with 
the superior scenecraft. (PG-13) Alan

JACKASS PRESENTS: BAD 

GRANDPA Think Little Miss Sunshine 
could have used an elastic penis? 
Behold: Bad Grandpa, in which a 
widower and an eight-year-old drive 
across the country hitting on chicks, 
farting in diners, and getting grand¬ 
dad's manhood stuck in a vending 
machine before sending the boy out in 
drag to perform a striptease at a kid¬ 
die beauty pageant. The stars, Johnny 
Knoxville and Jackson Nicoll, are 
comedians; the extras are unsuspect¬ 
ing victims just going about their day 
in a park when the Jackass creator 
tootles up in convincing liver spots to 
land, then fellate, a four-foot fish. Like 
Borat, the joke is on the American 
need-to-please. How long will these 
real-life bingo players, funeral sing¬ 
ers, and male strippers tolerate 
Knoxville's antics? Very long. No one 
even calls the cops when he and 
the kid perch on a picnic bench and 
chug a six-pack of beer. But the joke 
is really on Knoxville, who, despite 
flinging himself through a glass wall 
and rigging up a fake poo-sprayer in 
his pants, gets fewer laughs than his 
boy sidekick. An unknown child actor, 
Nicoll has soulful eyes and an almost 
frightening deadpan composure. 

When he begs strangers to be his new 
dad, they're legitimately unnerved 
(but they still abandon him on the 
street). By Jackass standards, Bad 
Grandpa is benign—it's neither as fun 
nor as thrilling as watching Knoxville 
play tetherball with a beehive. But 
Nicoll deserves as much applause as 
Sunshine's Abigail Breslin. Put him 
in a remake of The Bicycle Thief and 
the kid could win an Oscar. (R) Amy

LAST VEGAS A new iteration of the 
dude-bro Dionysian comedy, Last 
Vegas is a reverse Mentos commer¬ 
cial in which the clever old people 
have to outwit the entitled, selfish 
young people in order to get into the 
nightclub or yank a casino's pent¬ 
house suite away from a formerly 
respectable hip-hop artist now slum¬ 
ming in lazy, mid-budget comedies. 
Presumably, the cast's enthusiasm to 
work together was greater than their 
enthusiasm for the script, a sitcom- 
level tissue of broad jokes, flat gags 
and lazy coincidences. But what the 
film has in spades is charm, its four 
co-stars leveraging obvious mutual 
admiration and roughly 160 man- 
years of comic experience for some 
genuine onscreen chemistry. When 
70-year-old bachelor Billy (Michael 
Douglas) proposes to his much- 
younger girlfriend—at a funeral, while 
delivering the eulogy—his three child¬ 
hood friends insist on throwing him 
the same Las Vegas bachelor party 
he'd thrown in their honor decades 
before. Sam (Kevin Kline), who hasn't 
boned his wife in a decade, gets tacit 
permission to cheat during the long 
weekend. Paddy (Robert De Niro) is in 
extended mourning for his deceased 
wife. And Archie (Morgan Freeman, 
who is the greatest), a twice-divorced 
stroke survivor in fear of recurrence, 
has consigned himself to a hermetic 
life in his overprotective son's home. 
The film's hidden asset is the luminous 
Mary Steenburgen, funny and gor¬ 
geous as an empty-nest mom turned 
lounge chanteuse who beguiles the 
dudes with age-appropriate flirting 
and arch humor. The characters 
are totally passive—money, drinks, 
women and unexpected acclaim 
shower down on the elder-bros like 
Werther's Originals from God's own 
cardigan pocket, completely unearned 
by the characters or the screenplay.

THOR: THE DARK WORLD Among the 
Avengers, Thor should reign supreme. 
Sure, Captain America is the leader, 
but even he's just a jacked-up human. 
Thor is a god, a flying titan with a 5,000- 
year lifespan. Which explains why he's 
befuddled when Earth girl Jane (Natalie 
Portman) slaps him for ditching her 
in New Mexico. To her, the blond lug 
(Chris Hemsworth) has been MIA for 
two years. To him, it's just been a pop- 
off while he fought the rest of space 
into submission. Though Portman and 
Hemsworth are two perfect physical 
specimens, they give off less heat than 
a dime-store lighter. No matter. Their 
miscast romance is just one cog in Thor: 
The Dark World, itself just one motor in 
the billion-dollar Marvel machine that 
will run as long as each film is compe¬ 
tent. The Dark World has the essentials: 
four fights, six quips, one city reduced 
to rubble. Instead of Kenneth Branagh's 
delightfully silly Shakespeare, this Thor 
is helmed by Alan Taylor of Game of 
Thrones. Thor's astral home istwinklier, 
the Rainbow Bridge is rainbowier, and 
the villains, well, are still grim-faced 
aliens—haven't we killed six kinds of 
them already?—equipped with yet 
another raw element of destruction. 
Hemsworth's Thor gets one half-decent 
nude scene, though nothing so lusty 
as in the first film, when he silenced 
Portman just by passing shirtless 
through her apartment. The sequel 
forces him to spend most of his time in 
space, against CG vistas that leave him 
seeming puny. He fares better on Earth, 
where Hemsworth gets laughs in mun¬ 
dane surroundings, dutifully hanging his 
hammer on a coat rack. Torn between 
two worlds, the character feels adrift in 
his own movie.

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Homeward Bound 

South Coast Rep’s 4,000 Miles is a masterful treatise on the American left

A my Herzog’s 2011 play 4,000 Miles 
is a quintessentially American 
work because it broaches that 
most American of literary themes: the 
road trip. Yet this play about literal and 
metaphorical roads takes place in one 
room—a Greenwich Village apartment that 
hasn’t seen a remodel since 1968. And the 
road trip isn’t really about the actual road 
trip that serves as the plot’s stimulus, a 
cross-country cycling odyssey that 
has landed 21-year-old Leo in his 
91-year-old grandmother’s apart¬ 
ment. It’s more a play about Vera 
coming to the end of her road, 
with Leo at the relative beginning 
of his road, and how their jour¬ 
neys bear startling similarities and 
equally jarring differences. 

It’s a funny, crisply written 
work that earned Herzog an Obie 
Award for Best New American 
Play, as well as a finalist spot for 
the Pulitzer Prize. And this finely 
nuanced production, helmed by 
South Coast Repertory co-founder 
David Emmes, does the script 
justice; 4,000 Miles underscores 
(quite literally) the reality that 
there isn’t a multigenerational 
gap between these two kindred, if 
very different, spirits, as much as 
there is a torn and frayed bridge, 
one that connects two worlds—or 
worldviews—that have much in 
common, but one that still makes 
for a perilous crossing. 

Both Vera (a magnificent Jenny 
O’Hara) and Leo (an almost too- 
intense Matt C apian) tilt to the 
political left, but no two characters 
are better-suited to illustrate the 
enormous problem when using 
that hoaried, overused term to 
describe people’s political leanings. Vera is 
a living relic of America’s mid-20th century, 
an unabashed Communist still living in the 
former epicenter of that world. Her rent- 
controlled, Greenwich Village apartment 
is filled with politically charged books and 
posters, from Mao’s Little Red Book to MLK 
protest rallies. Though still ornery and 
impassioned, time has caught up with Vera, 
whose health is deteriorating and who can 
count fellow travelers from that era on one 
hand. Her grandson has inherited a great 
deal of her intellectual genetics, but as a 
decidedly contemporary lefty, Leo’s card of 
choice isn’t the American Communist Party, 
but REI. His preferred big city is Seattle 
rather than Manhattan; his personal causes 
concern locally sourced organic food rather 
than fighting for the oppressed. He’s more 
Burning Man than Beat, more eco-hipster 
than patchouli-drenched hippie. 

But Leo is also in crisis. He has shown 
up, unannounced, at Vera’s apartment after 
cycling across the United States, with the 


dream of dipping his back tire in the Pacific 
and his front tire in the Atlantic. But he lost 
something irretrievable on the journey, and 
the suffering, angst-riddled Leo needs Vera 
as much as the rapidly isolating 91-year-old 
needs human connection. 

What becomes clear is not just that the 
two are cut from a similar cloth, but that 
each is barely recognizable to the other. 
That’s shown not only by Herzog’s script— 


Vera is hard of hearing and struggles for 
words, while the proudly indignant, if not 
downright self-righteous, Leo has every¬ 
thing all figured out—but also, interestingly, 
by the play’s musical score. Between scenes, 
Emmes and sound designer Cricket S. 
Myers have chosen a handful of songs from 
iconic musicians such as the Beatles, Bob 
Dylan and Creedence Clearwater Revival, 
but arranged them in either a stripped- 
down or a lushly orchestrated fashion. “The 
Times They Are A-Changin’” gets a violin 
flourish; “While My Guitar Gently Weeps” 
and “Fortunate Son” get Ry Cooder-like 
slide guitar treatments. 

The re-arranged, wordless snippets in 
4,000 Miles aren’t immediately recogniz¬ 
able, but with a little time, you can start 
piecing them together. And that’s the 
point. They are echoes of a bygone era, 
when music wasn’t just the soundtrack for 
gym workouts or CSI: Whatever the Fuck, 
but an integral part of social dissent and 
protest. And just as those songs and art¬ 


ists are still heard today, when wrenched 
from their historical context, they’re just 
tunes we’ve heard hundreds of times on 
our personal hit parade. But by forcing the 
audience to re-engage with the familiar, 
Emmes and Myers also prod the audience 
into looking at the characters of Vera and 
Leo not through their obvious differences, 
but through their more subtle similarities. 
Their words and actions are far different, 
but the tune they are singing 
is the same. The challenge is 
whether either of them can 
realize that. And isn’t that a 
fitting critique for the fuster- 
cluck of the left/progressive/ 
radical/neo-liberal/whatever 
dilemma today? Screw the 
emergence of a libertarian or 
Tea Party third party. Let’s 
get a real left, a real radical, 
a real goddamn progressive 
party going in this country 
that isn’t content to pay lip- 
service to vaulted ideals of 
the past while guzzling from 
the spigot of corporate cash. 

It’s not as if Herzog has 
written a thinly veiled cri¬ 
tique of contemporary left¬ 
ies, whatever they are. Leo 
is just one character in one 
play. But you do kind of wish 
his real-world brothers and 
sisters and transgenders had 
a little more of Vera’s piss, 
vinegar and gumption—and 
a little less unfocused anger 
and antagonism for a system 
that has rewarded so many 
of them so handsomely. A 
song that Emmes and Myers 
didn’t choose points it out 
well. It’s the title track from 
Van Morrison’s 1972 album, Saint Domi¬ 
nic’s Preview. As with a lot of Van’s lyrics, 
it’s elusive and could mean many things 
or nothing. But one reading is that it’s a 
withering critique of the fractured ideal¬ 
ism of the counterculture, with Van sing¬ 
ing about people brandishing their chains, 
badges, flags and emblems, but who, 
ultimately, are making no commitments to 
anybody but themselves. 

Maybe 4,000 Miles has nothing at all to 
do with that. Maybe I’m just making shit up. 
But who knows what would happen if the 
idealistic, tech-sawy, flash-mobbing, young, 
organic-warrior lefties of today would put 
down their smartphones once in a while 
and pick up some Herbert Marcuse?

It's probably 
Orange County's most 
successful small-scale 
lingerie company, one 
that produces stylish, 
comfy and must-own 
unmentionables for the 
discriminating gal. Run¬ 
ning the show are three 
adorable, humble women, one 
with a baby on her hip and one in her belly. 

Michelle Alexander, Meaghan Witthaus 
and Jeffeny Hughes studied fashion in 
college, but they pulled together Private 
Arts in 2008 out of Hughes' laundry room in 
Long Beach. Witthaus and Hughes wanted 
to design lingerie, and Alexander noticed 
there was a lack of graphic undies on the 
market. Two years and a lot of trial and 
error later, they began distributing prod¬ 
ucts out of their Huntington Beach studio. 

Usually, small businesses work best 
in a niche market, but Private Arts has 
managed to create sexy bits for every 
kind of lady while maintaining a cohesive 
look.

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A Shot At Redemption 

OG Cuicide nearly killed himself 22 years ago, and now he raps about it

O n Dec. 31,1991, Darnell Price 
put a loaded 22-caliber pistol 
to his head and pulled the 
trigger. It’s a story he has told count¬ 
less times. Most can’t believe he’s 
actually still around to tell it. As he 
runs his plump index finger over the 
faint crescent-shaped scar border¬ 
ing his right temple, it still doesn’t 
seem real. Especially when he men¬ 
tions that the bullet is still lodged in 
his skull, millimeters from his brain. 
At the time, doctors told Price there 
was no safe way to extract it, so there 
it stays. In the middle of his graphic 
tale, somehow the memory of a world 
of pain and depression that almost 
killed him is transformed into a well- 
timed quip. 

“Shell gas station ain’t the only 
ones who got shells,” he says, flashing 
a jovial, gap-toothed grin. 

Twenty-two years after nearly kill¬ 
ing himself, the rapper/entrepreneur 
called OG Cuicide has plenty to live 
for. His husky 5-foot-10 frame sinks 
into a plush, black swivel chair behind 
a stately oak desk. He sports a gray, 
pinstriped dress shirt as he casually 
rolls a blunt on the desk just after 
5:30 p.m. He’s in the back warehouse 
of a local Santa Ana weed dispensary, 
where he works as a bodyguard six 
days a week. That’s on top of manag¬ 
ing his rap career; running his inde¬ 
pendent, internationally distributed

urban-culture magazine One West ; and 
being a husband and father of four. 

But his most important side hustle is 
perhaps as ironic as it is inspiring—he 
now lectures students on the proper 
techniques of suicide prevention. 

For the past three years, he has 
talked about his life story at elemen¬ 
tary schools, middle schools, after¬ 
school programs and high schools; he 
has been invited by everyone from the 
mayor of his hometown, Compton, 
to teachers in the San Diego suburbs 
to preach his knowledge on suicide 
statistics and how to help someone 
before they decide to check out early. 
“I show people that they can pull 
through,” says the bearded, 44-year- 
old Cuicide. “There’s a lot of people, 
poor and rich, killing themselves. So 



for people who come to that point in 
life, I understand them because I’ve 
been them.” 

A respected rapper, Cuicide has 
pushed his product as an artist and 
entrepreneur since 1995. After mov¬ 
ing to Buena Park with his wife in 
2001, he continued the grind in OC, 
where, in addition to public speaking, 
he started One West earlier this year. 
Named after Cuicide’s independent, 
custom clothing line and one of his 
singles, the glossy mag recently gar¬ 
nered distribution in the U.S., France, 
Australia, Japan and London. “[The 
magazine] has more of a positive vibe 
about rappers and rap music,” he says. 
“There’s nothing in there about rap¬ 
pers beefing with other rappers. But 


you can learn more about their lives.” 

Cuicide probably one-ups most of 
the rappers in his magazine when it 
comes to a crazy life story. Abandoned 
by his mother in an apartment at 18 
months old, he and his brother were 
quickly placed into two separate fos¬ 
ter homes. Despite being well taken 
care of by his foster mother, at age 16, 
he was already slipping into the role 
of a neighborhood gangbanger. He 
sold dope and got into shoot-outs with 
rival gangs. His foster mother eventu¬ 
ally kicked him out of the house, so he 
lived on the streets, sleeping in cars, 
getting booted off friends’ couches 
and hustling to survive. 

By age 22, he’d had enough, but he

fit U mmm, maybe I'll have Asian tonight." 

He smirked as he clicked his way 
through the ads on the "casual encounters" 
site. WFM, or women for men, although he had 
looked elsewhere—and more than once. 

"Here's one: 'sweet-hearted girl—cum over 
and unload.' Sounds interesting, but not quite 
what I'm looking for." He was in his mid-thirties, 
had a decent job and was "in a relationship."

Amateurs attach 
blurry, high-angle cock pics to pump up their 
lack of junk. Richard was no amateur. 

The reply email was almost instantaneous. 
They agreed to meet at a cheap motel on Harbor 
Boulevard, the Ease-up-lnn; it was a bit sketchy, 
but sketchy was good. It added to the overall 
naughtiness of the date. 

He sent a quick text to his girlfriend: "How about 
dinner? I've got a meeting with the boss. Wish me 
luck." Richard knew she'd buy it—if you're going 
to lie, lie first; don't wait until they're looking for you. 

He knocked lightly on the motel door—No. 6, 
close to the ice-maker and the pool. The door 
opened, and Richard walked into the thick, musty 
scent of human breeding. 

The voice that greeted him was raspy, a rough, 
alcohol-fueled slur: "Shut the door, baby." He was 
immediately erect. "Let mama get a taste of you." 

The room was as dark as cheap motels 
allowed—a misty twilight haze floating heavily. 
Richard undid his pants and stepped nearerthe 
bed. She was big, biggerthan promised, and 
she pulled him close. This was what he wanted. 
"That's it, baby," she said. "Lean over." 

"Ughhhh." 

The first blow caught him on the side of his 
neck, a strike that slid over his shoulder. The 
second was a kickto his backthatsent him 
tumbling overthe bed.

Style Supports 
Substance 

Jonwayne has one of the best rap albums of the year

O n the back patio of his parents’ 
large La Habra Heights home, 
Jonwayne dwarfs the plush 
lounge chair he sits in. He recently moved 
there in an effort to save money while 
touring. The 23-year-old white MC’s offi¬ 
cial debut album, Rap Album 1, dropped 
last week on Stones Throw. The cover is 
nothing but a saltine; he’s basically calling 
himself a cracker. 

His rhymes, however, are certainly more 
substantial than that carb-heavy snack. 

"I’m in love with the words themselves 
and trying to construct something as elo¬ 
quently, yet as brash as possible,” he says 
in his deep, sonorous voice. 

His brown Labrador by his side, the 
bespectacled, longhaired, bearded rap¬ 
per is barefoot, sporting a black T-shirt 
and red basketball shorts, an outfit not 
unlike those he wears onstage. In con¬ 
versation, he chooses his words care¬ 
fully, talking about his predilection for 
naps (he recently put out a mixtape that 
promotes the activity), as well as his 
attempt to get sponsored by the com¬ 
pany that makes his preferred sandals— 
Jonwayne’s feet are too wide for closed- 
toe shoes. 

Formerly an electronic musician affili¬ 
ated with Alpha Pup, he has made a tran¬ 
sition in the past two years. "It’s not so 
simple ... doing something completely 
different,” he says. "You have to build 
your career all over again.” 

He adds, "It’s hard for me to gain ground 
in the music industry because of my atti¬ 
tude and my inability to compromise.” 

That may be, but it’s this mentality 
that has garnered so many converts to his 
work. Rap Album 1 is, in the opinion of 
this critic, one of the best rap albums of 
2013 and will no doubt bring more fans 
and followers. 


Made over the course of a year in a 
makeshift studio-cum-bedroom set up 
at the Stones Throw offices, the work 
emerged from dusk-to-dawn record¬ 
ing sessions. (He produced most of the 
tracks himself.) The work showcases his 
almost-Shakespearean ability to shift 
from dark to light, from the morbid to 
the comic. Its beats and bars are forward- 
thinking, but the subject is Jonwayne 
himself—here and now. "This is the first 
album that fully encompasses what I 
want to do and all the parts of who I am,” 
he says. 

As for his live show, it’s minimalist. 
With only a 404 sampler and a mic, he 
commands attention. It’s not an inborn 
skill so much as a practiced one. Jon¬ 
wayne was enrolled in theater in high 
school and even performed professionally 
for a short while after. 

Stones Throw founder Peanut Butter 
Wolf was first impressed by him after 
randomly hearing him perform one 
night. "I was with Mayer Hawthorne, 
and we were by the bar, and my back was 
turned away from the stage, and I heard 
this voice and was impressed, and then 
I turned around and saw a big white guy 
wearing sandals and was confused,” Wolf 
recalls. "It was his voice and lyrics, but 
also his stage presence.” 

Toward the end of my interview, Jon¬ 
wayne receives a text showing the pro¬ 
motional poster for his album. It depicts 
the rapper in black shades, his head cov¬ 
ering part of his name. Below his hirsute 
visage, in bold white lettering, is simply 
the word "Rap.” 

Jonwayne smiles. The shoe fits. "That’s 
tight, right?”

I n 2006, Merilou Salazar was planning an 
after-school event for her high school in 
Buena Park, and when the suggestion of a 
live band performance arose, she sprang 
up and said she had a band that could 
play. She didn't. In fact, she didn't even 
know how to play an instrument, though 
she owned a guitar. Seventeen days later, 
she had recruited Jessie Meehan on bass, 
along with her neighbor and another mutual 
friend, and the Midol Poppers played their 
first show. It was awful. 

Now, seven years later, Salazar and 
Meehan have stuck together through a 
slew of different musical acts, the most 
recent being We Are/She Is. After a move 
from Orange County to Los Angeles, the 
girly duo found what they were looking 
for musically and personally, changed 
their band name to WASI, and fashioned 
themselves stage names: Cosmo and Jess, 
respectively. We recently chatted with the 
Riot Grrrl-inspired twosome about their 
gradual evolution and what's next for WASI. 

OC WEEKLY: Why WASI? 

COSMO: We always casually went by 
WASI. After moving up to LA a year and a 
half ago, we kind of figured out our sound 
and vibe and felt like WASI was way more 
fitting for us. 

JESS: We've just been doing this for so 
long and feel like, overall, we have evolved 
into something else. 

As far as the sound, how has it evolved 
since the name change? 


COSMO: It's a lot more poppy and ener¬ 
getic—a lot more us. We're really influ¬ 
enced by 70s British punk. 

JESS: I'm big on Katy Perry and Britney 
Spears, just sayin'. 

Has it been difficult to start new? 

COSMO: It feels more natural. And we 
already have eight or nine shows booked in 
November. We're pumped. 

I noticed a lot of your shows next month are 
benefits and events. 

JESS: Yeah, we're big on that. We've done 
a lot of Riot Grrrl events and LGBT stuff, 
and we get received really well in that com¬ 
munity because we relate to them and they 
relate to us. And benefits as well—we've 
had our own struggles. We're playing a 
benefit for a woman who has cancer, and 
that hits home for me. I had cancer a few 
years ago, and I'm okay now, but it's like, 
"How do we give back?" 

We're also really about showcasing our 

passions through our music_We've both 

dealt with oppression. I grew up homopho¬ 
bic because of my surroundings. It was 
always obvious that I was fucking gay, but 
I was really homophobic. And when I did 
realize my sexuality, I got picked on a lot. It 
doesn't happen as much anymore, but I do 
still kind of face it day to day. 

You're also pretty influenced by the Riot 
Grrrl scene. How'd you get into that? 
COSMO: We figured it out in Portland. We 
played with a band called Glitter Express, 
and that was the first show where we real¬ 
ized the Riot Grrrl enthusiasm. The crowd 
was completely crazy. We loved it so much 
that we booked two or three more shows 
up in the Pacific Northwest. So we wanted 
to find that community down here, and the 
Inland Empire has an amazing scene. 

JESS: It's a community of people who 
stand for something. 

What are your goals for 2014? 

COSMO: New music—an EP for sure. 
Touring, playing a lot of shows, working 
more on merch and howto navigate the 
new music industry. Oh, and a music video 
is in the works!

didn’t see much of a way out. “I guess 
there’s that saying, ‘Some people have a 
shoulder to cry on,”’ he says. “I feel like 
I didn’t have one. I started feeling like I 
wanted to die.” 

One afternoon, while hanging out and 
ironing his pants at a friend’s house, he 
decided to pull out his pistol and mash 
it against the side of his head as his 
friends watched, horrified. 

“One of the homies was saying, ‘Man, 
what’chu doing?!’ And I was like, ‘Man, 
I’m just tired; I can’t do it no more. 
What? You don’t think I’ll do it?!”’ 

The next thing he heard was a loud 


pop as his face hit the floor. He was 
rushed to Martin Luther King Hospital, 
where he miraculously survived. Some¬ 
how, the bullet lodged in his skull but 
hadn’t penetrated his brain. But even 
that lifesaving event wasn’t enough 
to sway him from street life and the 
depression that dogged him after check¬ 
ing out of the hospital. That is until a 
local producer friend of his coaxed him 
into rapping over a handful of beats 
he’d made one day at his house. 

Whether it was the promise of 
catharsis, or just the chance to finally 
be good at something, Cuicide pursued 
hip-hop with a passion. He compiled 
enough good songs about his life strug¬ 
gle to solicit legendary, LA-based soul 
singer/producer Leon Haywood (best 


known for the 1975 hit “I Want’a Do 
Something Freaky to You,” sampled by 
Dr. Dre, 50 Cent and others). He helped 
Cuicide put out his eponymous debut 
album in ’95; it included the aptly titled 
lead single “Final Exit.” 

Though his music never attained the 
level of notoriety achieved by Snoop 
Dogg, RBX or Kurupt—rappers he’d 
befriended as a young dope dealer— 
Cuicide says his gravelly tone and self- 
reflective spin on G-Funk resonated 
with his peers. “People were recogniz¬ 
ing my music because I was speak¬ 
ing about what everyone was going 
through,” he says. “I’m not the only one 
who walked in this lifestyle.” 

He has released a total of three 
albums—his last being 1999’s Wonder 
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PEPE AGUILAR

Why, which focuses on the natural state 
of war faced by those who manage to 
survive in LA’s poorest neighborhoods. 

Though there were a handful of mix- 
tapes in the early 2000s, the rapper 
says he’s just now putting the finishing 
touches on his first album in 14 years, 
The Storyboard. With or without a ton 
of album credits, his rep as a streetwise 
mentor to local up-and-comers is intact. 
But talking to young people about his 
struggles with suicide hadn’t become a 
calling until after he was nearly killed 
twice—in ’07 and ’08—during two sepa¬ 
rate drive-by shootings in Compton. 

The first one left another bullet lodged 
in his body—his back this time—after he 
was shot in the stomach with an AK-47 
by unknown assailants. 

After surviving three near-death 
experiences, Cuicide’s desire to share his 
story led him to reach out; he was soon 
contacted by schoolteachers and youth- 
program coordinators. Videos of his 
lectures can be seen all over YouTube. 
His advocacy extends to just about every 
public-media outlet, including KDAY- 
FM 93.5; at the end of a recent segment 
with the station, he gave out his personal 
phone number (as he always does). [It’s 
(310) 938-9376. He insisted we print it.] 
By the end of the day, he’d gotten three 
legitimate calls from people who had 
heard his message on the radio. 

Cuicide says it’s not uncommon for 
him to be contacted by strangers at all 
hours asking for real advice on how 
to deal with depression and suicidal 
thoughts. It’s a service he’s proud to 
offer, he says, one that reminds him that 
every distressed phone call is a chance 
to give someone the help he should’ve 
gotten all those years ago when he felt 
like no one would listen. 

“Twenty-two years ago, I didn’t even 
want to look at myself in the mirror,” 
Cuicide says. “But now when I look in 
the mirror, I’m looking at a person who’s 
trying to create a way and make it better.”

... And just as many beers: 2J’s Cocktail Lounge is 
where Fullertonians go to rest from their 

fabulous downtown 


D owntown Fullerton is the place we 

young, hip drinkers love to hate. This 
was made apparent by an infamous, 
2012 online photo essay, in which Weekly 
photographer LP Hastings and I made some 
observations on what happens to its bars 
when the daylight disappears. The horror, 
the horror: public urination, straight girls 
making out with one another, guys merci¬ 
lessly showing off their practiced cat-calls 
and pickup lines. Does this happen around 
all of downtown Fullerton, in all the bars 
and restaurants? Of course not. But to pre¬ 
tend the area doesn’t have a reputation for 
debauchery is akin to pretending the Catho¬ 
lic Church doesn’t hide pedophile priests. 

Yet for all the flack we hipsters give 
downtown Fullerton, our peers go there in 
droves every weekend, filling the bars and 
crowding the crosswalks in epic migrations 
that would’ve impressed the buffalos. It 
can get overwhelming, which makes all the 
more welcome those bars in the area close 
enough to the epicenter of Commonwealth 
and Harbor to be included in the conversa¬ 
tion but far enough that a girl in a tube dress 
and 5-inch heels is a rare sight because she 
physically can’t walk there. One of those 
places is 2 J’s Cocktail Lounge, just a few 
blocks south of said epicenter, offering Ful¬ 
lertonians a bar to breathe in and out-of- 
towners a stiff drink and the luxury of NOT 
having to hear Daft Punk and Robin Thicke 
10 times in one night. 

The liquor selection at 2 J’s is ample (my 
friends and I enjoyed its new shipment of 
Dickel rye), as is the beer selection: nine 
on tap and more bottled. It touts itself as 
the “swankiest dive bar in OC,” and though 
I’ve seen swankier, it does have a red-vinyl- 
cushioned bar, black-and-white-checkered 
floors, and red mood lighting. It’s a large 
space: the bar, a billiards section with four 
tables, and an enclosed smoking patio com¬ 
plete with a barbecue for when the mood 
strikes. The couple of times I’ve been to 2 J’s, 
the crowd—while large—has been pretty 
calm: no parking-lot shootings at the Shell 
station in the front, as had happened last 
year. The wildest thing I’ve witnessed was a 
guy and gal in their 30s trading stories about 
kids, including the gal having a kid with a 
guy she’d only been dating for a few months 
and the guy having had four kids in four 
years. WILD. 

The most recent time I was there, it was 
a weeknight, and I was with a couple of 
friends and my boyfriend. My guy is a Ducks 
fan (you’ll find out why in a bit), so I called 
first to make 100 percent sure there were 
TVs on which he could watch the game. “Do 
we have TVs?” the bartender asked. “We 
have a shitload of TVs.” 

And she’s right: I counted 13 DirectTV 
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remotes behind 
the bar—haven’t 
the staff heard of 
Logitech? So my 
friends were able 
to watch their 
sacred Ducks no 
matter which way 
they turned their 
heads. The team 
played a great 
game, beating the 
Phoenix Coyotes 
5-2. Fans might 
be familiar with 
the Ducks’ victory 
song played at the 
Honda Center 
after every winning home game. You know, 
the one that goes, ‘Whoohooohoooooo....” 
That song, “My Baby,” is by Orange County’s 
own Jeramiah Red, which happens to be my 
boyfriend’s band. I was just about to ask the 
bartender if he could turn up the volume a 
bit so we could hear it better when the bar’s 
live music started. It’s okay, though; the 
Ducks are winning frequently this season, so 
we get to hear the song a lot—such a proud 
gal I am! 

Musician Brett Cain took over, playing 
his country-fried covers, as he does most 
Wednesday nights. Sitting on a stool, Cain 
more resembled a bouncer than a singer/ 
songwriter with his thick build and bald 
head. His tunes and voice were enjoy¬ 
able-perfect for the Zac Brown Band fans 
in the house. And it was fitting, as 2 J’s is a 
relaxed place to shoot pool and drink on 
the cheap, a fun escape from the nights 
when downtown’s watering holes get too 
crazy—except when people talk about 
babies making babies.
